ST. LOUIS AND HEW YORK. 


In a leading article advising. New 
Yorkers to study and follow the con- 
vention-capturing methods of St. Louis, 
the New York Sun declares that St. 
Louis is the second choice of New York. 
The World has already strongly urged 
the selection of St. Louis next to New 
York. The entire press of New York 
has spoken favorably of St. Louis and 
this city may be regarded as the second 
choice of New Yorkers for the Demo- 
cratic convention. 

But a dispatch from Washington states 
that New York and St. Louis are prac- 
tically the only cities In the contest. 
This being the case, it should be an easy 
matter for St. Louis to capture the con- 
vention, if proper effort is made. 

It is hardly probable that New York 
will make a serious effort to secure the 
convention and if she does powerful 
politicians from New York will probably 
defeat the effort. The talk of New York- 
ers and New York newspapers now is the 
usual New York bluff before the meet- 
ing. In reality there are few New York- 
ers who would lift a finger to get the 
convention and many New York poll- 
ticlans who would prefer not to have it 
held in New York. Senator Hill is now 
discouraging the New York idea. 

ut no matter what New Yorkers may 
Go or think, the reasons against holding 
the convention in New York are so 
weighty that no inducements can over- 
balance them. The reasons were never 
stronger than they are now when the 
Democrats of the West and South fear 
that the Northeast will resort to trickery 
to control the convention. A New York 
convention might discredit the whole 
ticket. 

With none but New York and 8t. Louis 
in the contest there is no contest.’ But 
while the outlook is bright for St. Louis, 
we should guard against surprises and 
be prepared to make a winning fight 
against all comers.

POLICE PENSIONS. 


Delegate Lioyd’s protest against -the 
police pension ordinance is well ground 

There is no more reason that the city 
should pension an able-bodied man 
merely because he has been in the ser- 
vice of the city for twenty years than 
that it should vote to support-a clerk 
who has sat at a desk twenty years.
